Fitch to the President, and by the latter to the audience. 


The Governor then read the following Message to the Tenth 
Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Arizona: 


GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


TERRITORY OF Arizona, ExrcuTIVE DEPARTMENT. 
Prescott, January 9, 1879. 
Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives : 

Before asking your consideration for such suggestions as my 
imperfect knowledge of the Territory enables me to offer, I wish to 
congratulate you upon the fortunate occasion which the events of the 
day have given you, to make this an illustrious session of your 
Legislature. It is in your hands to shape the prosperity of your 
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future State; to mark out the channels of its commerce and to 
establish the foundations of its laws upon the largest experience. 


Until lately your uncertain trade has rested upon such casual 
business as accident and insufficient means, or the Government 
expenditures have been able to build up, from day to day, in isolated 
districts, remote from each other, and united only by communication 
so incumbered with obstacles as almost to prohibit intercouise— 
obstacles which make of the travel of that day, for ordinary 
business, a record of dangers, courage and perseverance, honorable 
to the pioneers of your State. To-day the power of the railroad is 
added to your resources. At once you are brought in contact with 
the great center of commerce upon an equality with all the world, 
and its organized capital is equally at your command. In these new 
conditions it rests with you to shape the business of the Territory, 
at a moment when there is no cause for political excitement, and no 
embittered or sectional feeling to disturb legislation or distract 
attention from the one great object which is common to the whole of 
this Territory. Under these circumstances the people look confi- 
dently to your foresightr and ability to profit by an occasion which 
can be made memorable in the annals of their prosperity. At 
present there is nothing to interfere with the progress of the 
Territory. The Indians are all quiet, and have a sincere desire to 
remain so. Acting in concert with the General commanding this 
department, I lately visited the northern Indians, and am satisfied 
that under present management they will not only remain peaceable, 
but may be brought into the position of peaceful citizens, increasing 
and not obstructing the business of the Territory. I had intended, 
before the meeting of the Legislature, to visit the southern part 
of the Territory, which I have not seen for many years, but I have to 
regret that I was unable to do so. Some anticipations of Indian 
disturbances made the visit to the northwest necessary, and obliged 
me to defer the journey south until 1 could make it with more 
justice to the interest of that section than the brief time remaining 
permitted. 


Assuming it to be true that our prosperity depends for its realiza- 
tion, chiefly, upon the great mineral wealth known to exist in the 
Territory, I have directed to its development the few recommenda- 
tions I have to make. Without a mining population, there would 
ke no inducement in Arizona to agriculture, for the reason that we 
kove no other than a home market for such products, We certainly 
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cannot export our grain, nor, except in stock-farm produce, can we 
compete with California in any farm products whatever. The 
wonderful fertility bars our products from the sea, and stock-raising 
and wool-growing would not necessarily require such an immediate 
outlay of money as I recommend. But with the accumulating 
evidences of this great mineral wealth, sustained as they are by the 
statistics of centuries in the neighboring States, of which, until 
recently, Arizona was a part, these measures become urgently neces- 
sary, and with them, we may finally anticipate such an abounding 
activity as will give ample employment to all our resources. 

But at the outset, in order to get into this country and travel 
over it, the first necessity is to provide good roads. At this moment, 
all the interests of the Territory resume themselves into a question 
of transportation. Having been requested by the Secretary of the 
Interior to furnish him with a report upon the condition of the Ter- 
ritory, I made a brief preliminary statement, amounting only toa 
very general view, of its resources and necessities. 

In drawing the attention of the development of these resources, I 
suggested the radical and primary importance of beginning this 
development by a first expenditure of half a million dollars in 
building common roads. 

It is asserted as a fact, by a distinguished English writer of the 
day, that the new civilization which had of late years been spread 
over France had been largely brought about by the agency of roads, 
lt was the policy of the third Napoleon to decentralize Paris, and 
lay the whole empire open and accessible to influences from himself. 
To this end, he covered it with : network of good roads, and in so 
doing opened France to all manner of progress, breaking down the 
prejudiees of neighborhoods end sections, promoting social inter- 
course, introducing modern improvements, and carrying with these 
a greater advance in wealth and trade. 


The facilities which did such good work in removing the obstruc- 
tion to progress, interposed by the fixed habit and established 
business of an old country, would certainly be of cardinal value in 
2 new one where there exists only the natural obstacles of mountains 
to overcome. The proper grading of good roads among beds of 
mountains would entail a large amount of rock and earth work, and 
five hundred thousand dollars is not a large sum to be expended in 
opening such a communication over a hundred square miles of 
mountainous country, especially when, by so doing, tenfold the 
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amount in bullion would be quickly unearthed, to pass into use over 
the whole country. Addressing my suggestion always to the fact 
that the prosperity of the Territory depends upon its mines, I have 
advised that men of experience and practical ability should be kept 
regularly at work to determine the character of the gold and silver 
and other mineral veins, to the end that by some authorized method 
their value might be made reliably known, and so save both the 
time and labor of the miner and the money of the capitalist. The 
now acknowledged mineral wealth of the Territory would justify 
the Government in the slight expenditure required to establish at 
the Capital of this Territory a Mining Bureau and Assay Office, 
which would give a market value to mining property and ready 
circulation to its products of gold and silver bars. There are no 
refining works in the Territory, and the always-possible competition 
of the Government interferes to prevent the establishment of any 
such facilities by private means. The consequent necessity of trans- 
porting the raw bullion over a thousand miles distance to San 
Francisco, subjects it, in this market, to a discount of twenty-three 
to twenty-seven per cent. This heavy tax upon products precludes 
the working of the smaller and the lower grade mines, and subjects 
the general business of the Territory to serious losses and embar- 
rassments, These impediments would all be removed by the estab- 
lishment of a Government refinery which might receive the bullion 
direct from the miner, giving in return the net value of gold and 
silver, or certificates, or the refined bars with the Government 
stamp, which would carry them into ready circulation at their 
accredited value. 


This expected development of the mines would draw together a 
large mining population, which would need for their home consump- 
tion all that possibly could be produced here in the other branches 
of industry. In this belief I have suggested to the Government the 
employment of engineers especially qualified to examine the country, 
with the single object of indicating when and how water may be 
obtained for farming.and grazing purposes. Recently, in a journey 
to the north, I saw large valleys, containing, together, millions of 
acres of fertile land, covered with excellent gramma, bunch and 
other grasses, and laying among wooded hills, but entirely unoccu- 
pied for grazing or farmiug purposes. Except for a few springs at 
remote distances in the ravines of the mountains, there was no water 
to sustain settlements ; but a cursory examination of the country is 
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sufficient to show many places where well constructed dams would 
collect and retain water suflicient for many thousand acres of land 
and large herds of cattle; and it may reasonably be expected that 
scientitic examination would result in developing flowing artesian 
wells. It is to be hoped that such a thorough search into the water 
yield of the Territory may be had from the Government. Possibly, 
by adequate concessions, private means may be enlisted to bring 
those lands into a condition for occupation. At present they are 
solitary wastes, and are likely to remain so until, by the expenditure 
of money, they are made fit for habitation and use. 

I have made these recommendations in the hope that they may 
receive the favorable considerations of Congress. The Territory is 
the property of the nation, and the ward of the Government, and I 
think we may fairly expect the general Government to give us some 
aid in making available this wealth, which, both in the act of its 
development and in its use afterward, will accrue to the benetit of 
the whole country. 

The finances of the Territory are wholly inadequate to any such 
expenditure as I have advised. These have been hitherto barely 
sufficient to provide for the éxecution of its laws and support effi- 
ciently its public schools, This subject of revenue will probably 
receive your early attention. In connection with it I suggest the 
expediency of substituting for the Act providing for taxation of the 
net proceeds of mines the law of the State of Nevada on this subject. 
The Nevada Act has been fully tried in its forms, and its constitu- 
tionality has been affirmed by the Supreme Court of the United 
States. It has proved highly satisfactory and successful, and I 
recommend its adoption, together with such measures as may be 
necessary for its strict enforcement. And I would further suggest 
that of the proceeds of this tax one-half be set apart by law as a 
permanent provision for the support of the public schools; the other 
half to go the general Territorial fund. This allotment would make 
a substantial and growing fund for educational institutions fully 
adequate to keep pace with the demands of a vapidly increasing 
population, and the addition acquired to the revenue of the Territory 
would be sufficient to maintain its warrants at par. 


The want of such an officer as Attorney-General causes very 
serious embarrassment and inconvenience in the administration of 
publie affairs. I hope that the Legislature may consider it advisable 
to create the office anew. 
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In the sudden and great expansion of' population and business 
which we may reasonable anticipate, it becomes an object of cardinal 
importance to secure the utmost eertainty and dispatch possible to 
le attained in the administration of law. To this end I earnestly 
recomend to your adoption the complete Code reported by the Com- 
mission created by the Legislature of the State of New York under 
the Act of April 6, 1857, as modified and adopted by the State of 
California. These modifications were rendered necessary by the 
peculiar industries of California, and for similar reasons will be 
equally applicable to Arizona. Such further changes as might be 
required by differing conditions in this Territory might safely be 
entrusted by the Legislature to a suitable commission, 


I have referred to the opportunity now offered to establish the 
channels of trade. The avenues for transportation and travel which 
the Southern Pacific and other railroads are about to open through 
the lower part of the Territory will assure the development of the 
great mineral wealth in that quarter. Another important avenue to 
its commercial prosperity is promised by its approaching connection 
with the sea at Guaymas. Iam informed that preliminary surveys of 
the port of Guaymas have already been completed, and that surveying 
parties are extending examinations for the railroad route towards 
Hermosillo. To secure similar advantages for the upper part of the 
Territory, a railroad line, supported by common roads, will be 
required, In this connection I suggest to the Legislature the expe- 
diency of a small appropriation, to be expended in ascertaining the 
quality and extent of the coal beds, reported to cover a large area in 
the northwestern part of the Territory. Should the reported value 
of these beds prove true, this fact. under the present railroad situa- 
tion, would decide the route of the railways which are heading in 
this direction, but which seem still unsettled as to their final location 
and objective points. This railroad struggle for the trade of the 
Pacific coast may properly be turned to the advantage of the Terri- 
tory. The St. Louis and San Francisco Railway (formerly the 
Atlantic and Pacific), by the action of the railways preparing to 
occupy the 32d parallel route, will now, of necessity, in order to 
avoid the forfeiture of its valuable land grant, extend its construc- 
tion westward upon the line already surveyed across this Territory 
north of Prescott. But in the meantime, and in order to prepare for 
any contingency, some initiatory measures might be adopted by the 
Legislature looking to the building of an adequate railway south from 
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Prescott to the Gila, River, and north and east from Prescott, in the 
direction of Santa Fe. I have some reason to be of the opinion 
that, under suitable provisions, parties may be found willing to 
undertake the building of these roads. Such a line, supported by 
good common roads, would create and establish travel and trade 
over the northern and central parts of the Territory. 

Recent events in the Eastern States have turned the attention of 
many thousands of our people to Arizona, with a desire to make it 
their home. The moment is certainly a favorable one to add 
largely to the population of this Territory ; but if those of our 
fellow-citizens, who are being detached from their old homes by 
pestilence or financial depression, are to be invited to the more 
healthful and generous air of our mountains, something must be 
done to make their coming profitable to themselves and beneficial to 
the State—something to enable them to make use of the welcome 
which we shall be glad to give them—and no better way suggests itself 
to me than to open out to labor the resources and elements of wealth 
which exist in the country, by some such measures as [ have recom. 
mended. In connection with measures which were initiated at the 
last session of Congress, these would give emigrants just what they 
want ; that is to say, a field of work ready for them to occupy, and the 
means to live while they are getting into their work. 


I believe that Congress: would give favorable consideration to 
measures that hold out the promise of certain and speedy relief to 
some hundreds of thousands of unoccupied people among their con- 
stituents. I trust these measures will meet your approval, and, in 
this event, that you will put them into such practical shape as will 
bring them to the serious and friendly consideration of Congress and 
the Government. 

I have received many letters of inquiry from individuals, heads of 
families or of colonies, wishing to come here, and asking for informa- 
tion. To answer these satisfactorily requires much time and the 
incurring of a serious responsibility. For these and other reasons 
I suggest that the Legislature appoint a Commission to prepare, 
during the session, a carefully considered statement, which may be 
published and circulated under their authority, setting out briefly 
and compactly the varieties of climate and the resources of the 
Territory, together with its actual condition. The intimate knowl 
edge possessed by the members of the Legislature of the different 
sections of the Territory which they represent would make such an 
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exibit unusually distinct and correct; would give emigrants just the 
kind of information which they need, and guard against misappre- 
hension and disappointment. To this exhibit might be added exact 
information and directions concerning the differeut routes and cost of 
travel to Arizona. Statements of this kind widely circulated have 
been of great value to Kansas and Texas, and were the means of 
adding to them a large and desirable population. 


In the interest of stock men I mention here a fact, which it gives 
me pleasure to know, as showing that, while the rocks below the 
surface of the country give silver and gold, the rocks above ground 
may be made to yield a “golden fleece." Mr. W. H. Hardy, the 
pioneer of Mohave County, is engaged in raising Angora goats, of 
which he has between two and three thousand ranging the moun- 
tains around Mineral Park. About his station, at the outlet of the 
park, the mountains are apparently made up of huge boulders and 
many sized stones, which entirely cover their faces. Mr. Hardy 
informs me that these goats invariably keep themselves on the 
rocky, stony uplands of the higher mountains, inaccessible to 
ordinary sheep and cattle, which find there neither food nor footing. 
This is the chosen range and feeding ground of the goats, where 
they keep healthy and fat on the scanty grasses and tough shrubs, 
ranging over a stony pasture between four and six thousand feet 
above the sea. It has been held that they deteriorate and lose thefine 
quality and length of the fleece if removed from Angora to other 
soils and climates. But this was certainly not the case with the 
fine flocks which I saw, and it appears that in Arizona they find a 
congenial climate, where they retain their original characteristics, 
both in the silky quality and the length of the fleece, which reaches 
here to a length of ten inches. I learn that the average growth is 
six to ten. That these stony and barren-looking regions, otherwise 
apparently useless, may be utilized for the raising of this valuable 
stock, is a fact which I think worthy of mention, and perhaps as 
novel to others as to myself. In Arizona there is room for several 
millions without interfering with the range of other stock. In 
regard to the product of the goats and the price of wool, Mr. Hardy 
instanced a flock in California, of which the average eutting from 
each animal was eight pounds, and the price obtained was a dollar 
and a half to the pound. 


Gentlemen of the Assembly, the few suggestions I have here 
made comprehend such subjects as I am able now to offer for your 
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consideration. They are of such nature as were brought naturally 
to my attention by the conditions which I see around me. I take it, 
therefore, for granted that in what I have said I represent only the 
color of your minds, and the other many questions affecting impor. 
tant interest of the Territory I leave to your more familiar knowl- 
edge of the country and-of the wants of your constituents. I trust 
that your efforts to serve them may be crowned with distinguished 
success, and I shall be happy to cooperate with you in the noble 
work of buildiug up a great State.

Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the House of Representatives: 


Herewith X transmit for the consideration of the House certain 
unsettled claims which have been presented to me, but which I am 
unable to adjust. They refer to transactions made previous to my 
appointment to the Territory, and in regard to which I have insufi- 
cient knowledge. 

The account rendered by the late Adjutant-General Samuel 
Hughes grows out of an appropriation made by the last Legislative 
Assembly, and may therefore be properly brought to the attention of 
the present Legislature. : 

The 5th Section of the Militia Act provides that the compensa- 
tion of the Adjutant-General shall be determined, audited and paid by 
the Board of Territorial Auditors, but if it had been so audited, in 
this case, there is no existing appropriation out of which to pay it. 

The appropriation of $10,000, made under the Act of February 
8, 1877, is not entirely exhausted, and the balance’ remaining, if 
authorized, might be used in part payment of this claim. I have to 
ask that both claims, herewith submitted, may therefore bs referred 
to the appropriate committees. 

I have also to ask the attention of the House to an inquiry 
received from the proprietors of the Insane Asylum at Stockton, 
California, who desire to know what amount of money shell be fur- 
nished to persons who may be discharged from the Asylum. Insane 
persons sent to the Asylum from this Territory are likely, in the 
greater number of cases, to be without family or property, and in 
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puch cases 2 small amount paid to them upon their discharge would 
be sufficient for temporary support. With family residing in the 
Territory, and no property, some provisions might be made for the 
return of the discharged person to the family. Some provision 
would seem indispensably necessary to prevent the destitution and 
misery likely to follow upon the discharge of recovered patients 
unprovided and uncared for, and without means of temporary

Afr, President and Gentlemen of the Council : 

Agreeably to the request of the Legislature I accompanied their 
memorial to the President with a dispatch to him from myself, in 
which I suggested en immediate suspension of the order of reserve- 
tion pending the consideration of the memorial. 

I received on Friday night a telegram from the Secretary of the 
Interior, which I at once “requested permission to communicate to 
the Legislature while their memorial was under consideration,” and 
received this morning my authority to do so. 


The telegram of the Secretary is as follows; 


WASHINGTON, February 7, 1879. 


Lo Governor J. O. Fremont, Prescott, A. T. : 

Your dispatch to the President received. The executive order 
creating reservation on Salt River was originally intended, only 
temporarily, to give the Indiens lands to” cultivate, while want of 
water prevented raising of crops on their old reservation. The 
order will not be construed to interfere with rights acquired by 
white occupants, and refers only to unoccupied public lands. The 
period of occupation of lands on Salt River by Indians will depend 
upon the reservation and protection of water rights of Indians on 
the Gila, which depends on the whites. The Indians must be 
permitted to sustain themselves somewhere. There is no appropria- 
tion for their support. C. SCHURZ,
